Supreme Commander yesterday 
when Maj. Elias Benton Powell, 76 
years of age, nationally known as 4 
patriotic instructor in the G.A.R. and 
for many years actively identified here 
with the old guard Republicans, died 
at his home, No. 23041 East Sixth 
street. He had been failing in health 


the close of the Rebellion, came to 
California in 1894, locating in On- 
tario. For ten years he was engaged

ifornia. In 1904 he retired from

Maj. Powell was interested in civic 
affairs and particularly as they ap- 
plied to the Boyle Heights district. He

of the Loyal Legion of the State of 
California, and president of the John 
Cc. Fremont Club, he had a regiment 
of intimate friends and admirers. 
An eloquent, forceful speaker fired 
with national patriotism, -he was 
known to almost every school boy and

fea, settling at Ironton, 0. He re- 
signed. his position in the iron works 
to answer the first call for volun- 
teers in the Civil War, —— as Heu- 
tenant of the Kenton County Cadets 
for three months and when that or- 
ganization was mustered out, re-en- 
listing from West Virginia and being 
commissioned captain of Co. K, Sev- 
enth West Virginia. ) 

At the close of the war he went 
into the iron business at Scranton Pa., 
and in 1872 at Clay Center, Kan., was 
married to Elizabeth Watkins. Two 
years later he went into the grocery 
business at Pittsburgh, and in 1877 he 
took his family to Belleville, TIil., 
where, with Gen. William H. Powell, 
his cousin, and Conrad Reinecke, he 
assisted in the organization of the 
Baston Nail Works which they oper- 
ated, at that time the largest manu- 
facturing concern of its kind in the 
United States. 

Selling part of his machinery to the 
California Industrial Rolling Mill 
Company of Los Angeles in 1894, he 
came here to see it placed in opera- 
tion and@ remained, sending for his 
family.
